From Marienburg of the 12th they write, that the 
King of Poland having receiv’d a Letter, by an Ex- 
prefs who would deliver it into no other than His 
Majefty’s own Hands, caus’d Monfr. Beuchling his 
Great Chancellor and firft. Minifter, as alfo his2 
Brothers who hold confiderable Offices of hisMajefty 
10 be feiz’d ; as alfo 4 of His Majefty’s private Se- 
cretaries ; and that at the King’s Requeft the Magi- 
ftrates of Dantzick had permitted the Baronnefs of 
Reckenberg, her Secretary, and 3 of the Great 
Chancellor’s Domefticks to be apprehended in that 
City. All which are fent Prifoners to the Caftle of 
Koningftein in Saxony ; except the Kings 4 private 
Secretaries who are kept in Marienburg; Their 
Crimes are not declar’d publickly, but ’tis ruamour’d 
they had confpir’d againft His Polifh Majefty. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated April 21. 

Strasburg, April 12. The Troops that were can- 
ton’d in this Country and Parts adjacent, have been 
in Motion for fome Days paft in Order to pafs the 
Rhine on the 4 Bridges which the Marthal de Villars 
has caus’d to be laid over that River. On the 6th 
they began their March. 4 Battallions and 31 Squa- 
drons, who were gone into Quarters of Refrefhment 
in the Franche Comte, pafs'd the Bridge at Hun- 
ningen, and were led by the Marquefs du Rofel to- 
wards Neuburg. Thofe that were neareft to Neu- 
burg pafs’d over the Bridge there. And the reft 
went over that of Rhinau and that of Kehl. On 
the 7th the Matthal de Villars wenr from hence to 
meet the Marfhal de Tallard. They met near 
Kochersberg, and after a pretty long ‘Conference, 
the Marthal de Villars rerurn’d hither, and the Mar- 
thal de Tallard went back to Saverne, from whence 


he went the Day after to Sarbourg, to give Orders’ 


to his Army which is canton’d from Sarbourg to 
Vic. To morrow the Forces of the Marhhal de Vil- 
lars will all have pafs’d the Rhine. There is a great 


Train of Artillery getting ready, with abundance of 


Ammunition, Provifions, Waggons, and Carriages. 

From the Paris Gazerre ala main, dated March 20. 
Since the King’s Troops pafs’d the Rhine, His 
Majefty has receiv’d feveral Couriers from the Mar- 
fhal de Villars, to give him an Account of the Mo- 
tions of thofe Forces; The laft brought Advice, thar 
the Marfhal having drawn the Army together above 
Rheinau, began his March on the 15th at 4 in the 
Morning to attack the Prince of Baden at Stolhoffen, 
The Marfhal has 51 Battallionsand 82 Squadrons. 
"Tis prefum’d they will arrive at Stolhoffen and at- 
tack the Troops encamp’d there on the 18th or rgth. 


All the Letters from thofe Parts, as likewife thofe 
from Bafil, fay the Prince of Baden is at Raftad, and 
that he has about 20000 Men, which are divided 
into 2 Bodies to defend the Lines at Stolhoffen and 
thofe at Bichl. 

On the 12th, The Marfhal de Tallard went from 
Sarbourg to Phalsbourg, where the Marquefs d’Ut- 
fon was to draw together his Army by the rath 
which is of above 15000Men;and there he will wait 
for Advice of the Motions of the Marthal de Vil- 
lars ; ’Tis faid Prince Louis of Baden has fent a De- 
tachment of his ‘lroops to cover Landau, believing 
the Marfhal de Tallard has a Detign on that Place. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated April 24. 

Frankfort, April 18. Seven Batrallions of the 
Dutch Auxiliaries which were encamp’d at Lauter- 
burg, are come over the Rhineand march’d into the 
Lines at Stolhoffen, whither Prince Louis of Baden 
is drawing together the Forces that were fent from 
thence into Quarters, to obferve the Motions of the 
Enemy ; The reft of the Dutch Auxiliaries, with fe- 
veral Imperial Regiments of Horfe and fome Pala-. 
tine Forces, are pofted in the Lines between Lau- 
mande aron Thungen, to cover the 

Cologne, April2o. Yefterday the Duke of Marl- 
borough arriv’d here, Count Sinzendorf is come 
hither likewife, and the Generals Obdam and Slan-. 
genburg are expected in a very fhort Time. Gene- 
ral Cochorn finding all the neceflary Provifions far 
befieging Bonn are not ready yer, that Siege is de-. 
ferr'd a few Days longer ; and the Regiments of 
Horfe that were moving to inveft it and the Pioneers 
are countermanded for 5 Days. To Day a Council 
of War will be held, and the Preparations will be 
forwarded with all Diligence. Yefterday the Gar- 
rifon of Bonn plunder’d all the Villages round them 
of all the Cattle and Provifions. "Tis faid 4 Inge- 
niers who deferted out of Bonn, have offer’d Lieu- 
tenant General Fagel to difcover all the Mines made 
in the Works of that Place, and are promis’d a good 
re on their Performisg what they have under- 
taken. 

From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated April 20. 

On the 14th the King took a Review of the Gens 
d’Arms and Light Horfe, near Meudon. The Equi- 
page of the Marfhal de Villeroy is already gone, 
and he himfelf will fer out for Flanders to Day or to 
Morrow. All the Officers of the Army of Flanders 
have taken leave of the King, and are to render 
themfelves at Bruffels by the 25th of this Month, 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 24. 

Geneva, April 13. Several Letters brought by 
the laft Poft out of France, tell us, that there has 
been a Fight berween the King’s Troops and the 
Camifards at Vanvert, in which 20e00 of the Roya- 
lifts and 600 of the Malecontents were kill’d on the 
Place, and the former were driven out of the Field 
and purfued ; on this Occafion a great Number of 
Arms fell very feafonably into the Hands of the Ca- 
mifards, which are diftributed to the Malecontents 
that flock in tothem; And as their Numbers fo 
their Courage encreafes daily. They have ~ a 
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Price onthe Head of the Marhha! de Montrevel, for 
burning a Mill in which 80 unarm’d Men and help- 
lefs Women and Children were met together to 
worfhip God, and for fetting Fire with: his own 
hands to a Houfe into which one of thofe miferable 
People found means to ¢fcape. Thefe Letters add, 
thar the Camifards are inform’d the King’s Trooys 
expect a Reinforcement of 17 Batrallions,bur are not 
awhit difcourag’d at it. 

The Harlem Courant gives fome Account of the 
{ame Action, froma Lewer of the 12th Inttant from 
Nifines which came to Holland by the way of Ger- 
many ; and adds, that the Camilards purfued the 
King’s Troops under the Cannon cf Nifmes ; and 
rook all rheir Artillery and Baggage. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated April 24. 

Pars, April 16. Some Advices from Languedoc, 
fay there has been an Action in the Sevennes, in 
which 4 or 500 of the Malecontents and about 300 
of the King’s Soldiers with feveral Officers were 
kill’d. The following Letter was written on the 
roth of this Month from a certain Place in the Lower 

anguedoc. 
; ‘ yee 8 Days ago, 80 Proteftants of the City 
* of Nifmes, moft of them Women and Children, 
* met together to pray in a Mill nor far from one of 
* the Gates of that City. The Marfhal de Mont- 
‘ revel who was in Nifmes, being inform’d of it, 
« went thither with a Party of Foot and Dragoons ; 
« and having furrounded the Mill, gave order to his 
« Men to enter and put to the Sword all they found 
‘ within; which they moft barbaroufly executed : 
« He likewife made them Fire upon fome of the In- 
* habirants thereabouts, who ran out of their Houfes 
‘ into their Gardens to fee what was doing. After 
¢ which he commanded the Mill to be fet on Fire 
* and with it the Bodies of the flaughter’d Wretches 
“to be confum’d. Monfr. Julien has carry’d away 
* all the Inhabitants of the Village of Mialet within 
‘a League of Anduze, for no other Caufe than that 
‘ of Religion, tho’ on other frivolous Pretences. 
‘ There is a talk they will be fent to America ; But 
‘ "tis generally believ’d care will be taken that they 
* fhall perith at Sea, if not in the Prifons where they 
‘ are now confin'’d. They lately burnt the Country 
* Seat of Monir. Maillan near Nifmes; The Marhhal 
‘ de Montrevel dares not go out of that City for fear 
of falling into their Hands; which makes him 
very impatient for the Reinforcements he expects ; 
When they are come he will form an Army and 
act more vigoroufly againft them than he has done 
* hirherto. 

Hague, April 23. On the 21ft arriv’d from Eng- 
land in the Maes, 3 Men of War, and feveral Tranf- 
port Ships, having on Board the Regiments of Lieu- 
tenant General Churchil and my Lord Portmore, 
together with Recruits, Equipage, and Cloaths for 
other Englifh Regiments. My Lord Raby came 
over in this Fleer. Yefterday return’d into the Maes 
8 Ships out of a Fleet of about 50, who with feveral 
Yachrs and 2 Englifh Men of War fail’d for England 
on Tliursday the roth. The Mafters report, that 
about half Seas over, (an Hour after the Fleet from 
England abovemention’d pafs’djby them, ) 4 Friga- 
tes carrying to 36 from 50 Guns, ( who had con- 
voy'd fome Merchants Ships from Breft to Dun- 
kirk,) and 4 Privateers of about 20 Guns each, fell 
in among them ; The biggeft atcack’d the Convoys 
while the reft made up tothe Yachts and Merchant 
Men,and when they came away had taken 5, which
